the ſame decently and prudently with due Ref; 
to Mens Stations and Degrees, ſhewing all 
neſs to all Men; yet we muſt do it, Fit, Impar- 
tially, without Reſpect of Perſons ; Secondly, Zeal- 
ouſly, againſt the daring Preſumptions of the greateſt 
Sinners, TP to the King, and to the Ducen, Humble 
yourſelves, Jer. xiii. 18. I have made thee a defenced 
City, and an Iron Pillar, and Brazen Walls againſt 
the whole Land, again the Kings of udahs againſt 
the Princes thereof, againſt the Prieſts thereef, ard 
againſt the People of the L Jer. i. 18. A Mini- 
fer of Ghrifi, though he muſt be meek and lowly, 
e and patient, of a Dove-like Innocency, and 

of a winning Compliance ; yet he muſt not be a 
Low-fpirited Man, to fear the Faces or the Frowns 
of Men; he muſt magnify bis Office, as St. Paul 
did, and dare to be as bold for Chrift, as the proud- 
eſt Sinners can be againſt him. The File is as 
impartial to Silver and Gold, as it is to Braſs and 
Iron: The Honey though it be ſweet, yet it cleanſ- 
eth; Oil though ſoft and ſmooth, yet-fetcheth out 
the Poiſon which lies in the Stomach. Miniſters 
muſt be bold to ſpeak the Goſpel with much Conten- 
-., tion, 1 The. ii. 2. To cauſe the Truth of Chriff 
to enter into a Combat with the Luſts of Men, 
to deliver it in the Spirit and Power of Elias, to 
ſever the Precious mo the Vile : Not to pleaſe Men, 
except in caſe they may be edified, and pro- 
-fited ; but to pleaſe Gop that trieth the Heart. They 
muſt ſpeak Nothing but as the Word and Oracle of 
Gon, 1 Pa. iv. 11. And when they do fo, the

richeſt and greateſt Men owe as much Re- 
verence, New. Trembling, and Obedience to the 
Word as the meaneſt; nay, many Times as a 
Cannon Bullet makes more Battery upon a ftately 
Pile of Building, than upon a Wall or Mud; and 
a Tempeſt doth more eaſily break an Oak or Cedar, 
than a low Shrub; ſo the Majeſty of the Word 
delighteth to ſhew itſelf more in taming the Pride 
of an Ahab, or a Pharaoh, than of other mean 


and inferior Perſons. 


Bes1DEes, Great Men ſtand ſo much the more 
in Need of Plain-dealing from. Miniſters, by ho 
much the leſs they meet with it from other Men 

Some flatter them, others fear them; ſome are 
bewitched with their Favours, and others are af- 
frighted by their Frowns: But the Word of the 
Lord is not bound, the Spirit of the Loxp is not 
flraitned, his Miniſters are or ſhould be full of Fudg- 
ment, Power, and Might, to declare their Tranſ- 
greſſions to the Heads of the Houſe of Jacob, and 
to the Princes of the Houſe of Iſrael. 


| Be81DEs, They are in more 
Land is moſt ſubject to be over-gro 
and Thiſtles; Great Men are apt to be hardned, and 
enſnared, tempted to more Pride and Stubbornneſs. 
And as they are under greater Danger, ſo they are 
under a greater Truſt, and are reſponſible to their 
Loxp for more Talents; their Converſation is of 
a more general Influence than that of mean and 
private Perſons; their Meekneſs and profeſſed Sub-

We find Mention likewiſe. of Saints that were of 
Czſar's Houſhold, Phil. iv. 22. If any Place in 
the World were like Hell, certainly s Court 
was the Place, yet even there we moet with ſome 
that belonged to Heaven. Rich then be forbids |

Bur. yet all this Wealth: is but in this World, 
it inricheth a Man but between this and his Grave: 
His Glory fhall not deſcend after him: In all Points 
as be came into the WWortd,. ſo be muſt. go'out; naked in 
and naked out; he brought. Nothing'in, he can carry 
Nothing out; he puſſeth, but the Earth abides, and 
his Hauſe will know him no more. And. this ſhews.. 
the: Baſeneſs of worldly Wealth, |

this World, who have their Portion only here; 
their Bellies may be filled with theſe Treaſures, they 
may be mighty in Power, and ſpend their Days in 
Ilzalth, may join Houſe te Houſe, and lay Field 
to Field: Man can know Love or Hatred by 
theſe.

All the Difference which "Riches make 'amongft' 
Men, are but in this little Iſthmus of Mortality: 
As in caſting Accompts, one Counter ſtands for a 
Souſand Pounds, another for a Penny; as in ſet- 
ting Letters, the ſame Letter may one Time be 
put into the Name of a Prince, and the next Time 
into the Name'of a Beggar; but when the Counters 
are put into the Bag, and the Letters into their 
Boxes, they are all alike; no Difference between 
the Duſt of Dives and Lazarus. Come to Ahab 
and Fezebe! when the Dogs have done with them, 
and their Vineyard and their Paint is vaniſhed to 
all Eternity. A living Dog is better than à dead 
Lion, a dead Lion no better than a dead Dog: * 


"Our Wiſdom therefore is to labour for that 
which Salamon calleth durable Riches; which is cur- 
rent in another World, which will follow a Man 
when he dies; his I/ealth twill not, his Works will; 
to make the Fear of the Lok D our Treaſure; to be 
rich towards Gop; to lay up Treaſure in Heaven; 
to buy of Chriſt Gold tried in the Fire, that we'may 
be rich; theſe Riches are returnable into Heaven. 
To be rich in Faith, in Nuotoledge, in Wiſdom, will 
ſtand us in Stead, when the World hath left us. 
Things which come from Heaven to us, while we 
are on the Earth, will go to Heaven with us when 
we leave the Earth. Graces are like the Waggons 

which Top ſent to carry Jacob his Father; they 
are like Elijaßs Chariot of Fire, to tranſport the 
Souls of Believers to Chriff. Men naturally defire 
durable Things, ſtrong Houſes, clear Titles, laſt- 
ing Garments, Jewels, and precious Stones, that 
. will go every where, No Riches are indeed dura- 
ble, but thoſe that are heavenly, no Ruff,” no Moth, 
no 1 reach them : What the Philoſopher af- 
— of heavenly Bodies, is — true of hea- 
venly Graces, they are incorrup till.

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Tue is a ſtrange Contradiction between Mens 
profeſſions and their Practice. Aſk a Man which 
in his Conſcience he thinks the beſt, Riches or 
Grace? and he will auſwer very truly, Lhere is 
no Compariſon, no more than between Gop and 
Mammen; Riches are not to be named the ſame 
Day. with Grace. But obſerve it, and you. will 
find no Man fit ſtill, and drowſily look when 
Riches will drop into his Mouth; but he ri/eth up 
early, and goeth late to Bed; his worldly Heart ſhakes 
and awakens him; he ſweats, he toils, he ſpends 
his Time, his Studies, he ventures far and near,

Bur for durable Riches of Grace and Gum, which 
our Saviour ſays, muff be laboured for; which 


mon tells us, muſt be ſearched and digged for, as for

Truth of their Profeſſion by the Meaſure of their 
Diligence? Who are not far more ſupine in their

Governors are ſaid to be for the raiſe of 7 that 
Jo well, 1 Pet. ii.

as Tabitha is ſaid to have been Full of good Works 
and Alms-deeds; where the latter Clauſe is exege · 
tical of the former, Acts ix.

Now it being here reftrained to ſuch good

profitable to Men. As Gop hath made us not.

ſo diſſonant to the miſerable Condition of ſinſul 
Man. Had our Apoftle called on the bleſſed An- 
gels to rejoice, who have neither Sing nor Sor 
fow, nor Fear, nor Sufferings, not Enemies to 
annoy them, it might have ſeemed fax mote con- 
gruous: But what is it lefs than a Paradox to per- 


fuade 
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ſuade poor Creatures, loaded with Guilt, defiled 
with Corruption, cloathed with Infirmities, affault- 
ed with Temptations, hated, perſecuted, afflited 
by Satan and the World, compaſſed about with 
Dangers and Sorrows, born te Trouble, as the Sparks 
fiy upward, that notwithſtanding all this, they may 
rejoice, and rejqice wo But we have a double 
Corrective to all theſe Doubts in the Text, 
one in the Object, another in the Preacher 
of this Joy. The Object of it is Chri/t the 
Lok, as appears by the ſame Thing twice 
before mentioned, Chap. iii.

To reprove the Sin and 
Folly of all thoſe who ſeek for Joy out of the bio- 
ken Ciſterns of the Creatures, which can hold none, 
and leave that Fountain out of which it naturally 
floweth. Some ſeek it in Wealth and Greatneſs ; 
others in ſenſual Pleaſures, Feaſting and Luxury; 
ſome. in Titles of Honour; others in Varicty of 
Knowledge; ſome in ſtately Structures, magnifi- 
cent Retinue, and goodly Proviſions; others in 
low, fordid, and brutiſh Lat. Unto all whom 
we may ſay, as the Angel to the Woman, 75 
ſeek ye the Living among the Dead? or, as Samuel 
did unto Saul, Set net thy Mind upon ube Aſſes, there 
are nobler Things to fix thy Deſires upon. Sol 
mon had more Variety this Way, and more Wil- 
dom to improve it, than any now have; and he 
made it his Buſineſs critically to examine all the 
Creatures, and to find out all the God which was 
under the Sun. And the Reſult of all his Enquiries 
amounted at laſt to a Total made wp all of Cyphers, 
of mere Wind and Emptineſs, Vanity of Vanities, 
all is Vanity: So he begins his Book; and to ſhew 
that he was not miſtaken, fo he concludes it. E- 
8 particular Vanity alone, and all in a Maſs and 
ection, Vanity together, enough to vex the 
Soul, enough to weary it; but never enough to fill 
it: Many of them Gate Delights, poiſoned Cor- 
dials, killing, curſing, damning Joys; dropping as 
an Floney-comb; {mooth as Ot, tut geing down to 
Death, and taking Held of Hell, Prov. v. 35.

in their Fruition, nauſeous and cloying; in their 
Duration, dying and periſhing; in their Operation, 
harduing, effeminating, levening, puffing up, and 
eſtranging the Heart from Gon; in their Conſe- 
quences, ſeconded with Anxiety, Solicitude, Fear, 
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Sorrow, Deſpair, and Diſappointment; in their 
Meaſure, ſhorter than that a Man can ſtretch him- 
felf on, narrower than that a Man can wrap' him- 
ſelf in; every Way defective and diſproportionable 
to the vaſt and fpacious Capacity of the Soul, as 
unable to fill that, as the Light of # Candle to give 
Day to the World. Whatever Delights Men take 
Pleaſure in, leaving Chriſt out, are but as the Wine 
of a condemned Man; as the Feaſt of him who fart 
under a naked Sword, hanging over him by a ſlen- 
der Thread; as Adam's forbidden Fruit feconded 
by a flaming Sword; as Belſhazzar's Dainties with 
an Hand-writing againſt the Wall: In the Mid of 
all ſuch Foy, the Heart is ſorrowful, and the End of 
that Mirth is Heavineſs ; like a Flame of Stubble, 
or a Flaſh of Gunpowder; a ſudden and flaming 
Blaze, which endeth in Smoak and Stink. The 
Triumphing of the Wicked is ſhort, and the Jay of 
the Hypocrite is but for 4 Moment, Job xx. 5. 


2. Tuts diſcovereth the great Sin and Folly of 
thoſe who take Offence at Chr:i/?; and when others 
entertain Him with Hoſanna and Acclamations, ate 
diſpleaſfrd at Him, as the Scribes; and with the 
young Man in the Goſpel, go away ſorrowful from 
Him.
